DPHTREBU AND ITS TBEATUNT. 


aprlognekl (Man.) HepubUeto. 


Diphtheria is a disease which spring! 


from tho growth of a real fungus on 
some of the mucous surfaces of the 
system, more generally of the throat 
It may be spread by contact of the mu- 
cous surfaces of a diseased with those 
of a healthy person, as in kissing, and 
is to a limited degree epidemic. 
From 


the local parts affected U spreads to the 
whole body, affecting tho muscular and 
nervous system*, vitiating the lymph 
and nutncnt fluids, and 
producing 


paralysis. As soon as the bacterium or 
fungus appears in white patches on the 
throat, it should no more bo neglected 
than a bleeding gosh or broken arm, and 
there in almost as little need of a fata) 
termination of ono incident as of the 
othei. 
It has been found by actual ex- 


periment, both in and out of the human 
system, that this bacterium is killed by 
several drugs, tho safest and most cer- 
tain of which is chlorine water, diluted 
with the addition of from two to four 
times tho volume of water. 
This wash 


is harmless, oven when swallowed, and 
u protty certain to arrest the disease. 
Tho great cyclopedia of /iemesscn on 
tho practice of medicine gives the high- 
est place to this method of treatment. 
To keep the patient well housed mid 
warm, with additional flannel clothing 
if ncccwary, and to keep the system 
well noumhcd and thn bowels open are 
matters of nursing often neglected ; but, 
with care in these respects and early 
application of tho remedies above sug- 
gested, there is no need of tho disease 
proceeding to a fatal termination, or 
even to tho debilitating illness and 
painful cauterizations which go together 
in its later singes. 
As to tho origin of 


diphtheria, thu weight of testimony is 
that it belongs to tho class of filth dis- 
eases, but further than that its source 
is not elear. 
Families which would be 


sc.intljli/.cd at the suggestion of untidi- 
ness are attacked, while others of filthy 
surroundings I'-capo. This simply shows 
tlut our sc'tin1 nf cleanliness needs cul- 
tivation, HO that we tuny iliiciimitmte 
between what is onVtismi t<i our filsely 
educated tasle«.

This explain* tho otherwise inexplicably 
sudden sinking of tho 1'omraeraola, 
while the smaller vessel which sunk her 
remained afloat and went into port. 
According to thu tcKiimuuy of tbl* 
witneM tho channel wns us still u a 
river nt the time ol the collision, and

Thirty 
or forty »hot» wore discliargud, two tak- 
ing fflect on William ami Daniel Free- 
man.

They 
wcro removed late in the o\cning to 
their hotnuM, m'vcral miles up the river.

Strong and hi* fbltoucrN 


received tin injuries, but barricaded 
thciiiHelvi'H in a littto log cabin about 
one hundred yards from the court houne, 
where thpy had previously stacked their 
arms. 
Aikman and hia party nought 


xhctter in the court liouao, anil a regular 
interchange of'shotfl wus kept up during 
tho whole afternoon.

street when shot, was forced to lio 
there for two hours, his friends fearing 
to attempt hia removal.

At this point, Tom Little, of 


Compton, brother of Jason Little, ap- 
peared upon the scene of conflict, and 
tniulo an effort lo i(uell the riot, but was 
only shot through the bodv, which caus- 
ed tlio jail brcnkc-rs to desist. 
At an 


early hour in tho morning the Allen 
party deserted tho court house, and tho 
Hheritl' and ponso took possession, thus 
commanding the door ot the jnil 


No court has been hold, and the cir- 


cuit finirt judge suddenly disappeared 
this morning before seven o'clock, leav- 
ing no orders as to the disposition of 
the prisoner, Little. 
A guard was do- 


tiiiled to dig u grave for the interment 
ot Judge Hurnctt. 
Ladies and citiiens 


who came to town to-day to attend the 
funeral havo beaten a husty retreat.
